The Philosophers all initially had strict religious upbringing in childhood 
Catholic or Calvinistic 

Morality was based on the Changing Mores after perceived Medieval 
Morality where Killing, Knightly Codes, Death without Trial were 
respected 

Nazis NSDAP used this combining it with ancient codes from Celtic Nordic 
Germanic to Hindu with ancient Symbols & Runes as script 

Alfred Rosenberg writings were to replace Negative Christianity 
disregarding original sin, Jewish influence, with Positive Christianity and 
Chamberlain’s influence that Jesus was a misplaced Indo-European 
Nordic Galilean enclave member fighting Judaism - The Myth of the 
Twentieth Century 1930 was placed on Romes Index Librorum 
Prohibitorum 1934 

National Reich Church of Germany . Mein Kampf on the altars, Swastika 
replacing Crucifix, Saints removed

Judaism started suffering with boycott of Jewish 
business in 1933, Pogrom in November 1938 
(Reichskristallnact) 

® Pope Pius XI (b Giovannini) criticized for not speaking 
out but now believed to have given written absolution 
and agreement to Catholic Klaus von Staufenberg for 
Hitler Assassination 











Alfred Rosenberg 

1893 - 1946 hanged Nuremberg 


® Baltic born Nazi Idealogue writer policy influence 
® Architecture At Riga University 
Some doubted he was even German 
® Influenced by American Huston Chamberlain—The 
Foundations of the Nineteenth Century 


® Hitler found him weak and entrusted him to lead the 
Party when in prison after Beer Hall Putsch 1923 


Editor Volkischer Beobachter from 1923 
Racial book The Myth of the Twentieth Century 1930 
was hardly read by Nazis but proposed Racial Theory, 
Aryanism, AntiSemitism, Homophobia 










Rosenberg 


Reshaped Nazi Racial Policy 
® Influenced by Stoddard The Revolt against 
Civilization: The Menace of the Under Man 1922 

Concept of the Untermensch in line with 
Nietzsche 

The Swamp( Der Stumpf) 1927 regarding 
homosexuality hindering Nordic expansion 
Ambivalent about Slavs—dismissed by Hitler 
® Reich Minister for Eastern Territories 





Philosophers 

® There has always argument to what extent the Nazis were 

influenced by philosophers and ethics or whether there was any 
serious conscious reference to philisophical ideas 

Many of the German philosophers came from backgrounds of 
religiosity, controlling parents, uncertain parental sanity and truth 
in parental spousal accociations 

Nietzche with his theory of Ubermensch and Untermensch is 
regularly quoted. He was only really active for ten years after 
which his sister took control of his life, ideas and statements. 
Recently (2017) it is believed he suffered from CARASIL (Cerebral 
Autosomal Recessive Arteriopathy with subcortical infarcts and 
leuco encephalopathy) leading to his dementia. 

Hitler certainly followed Richard Wagner, his music, antisemitism 
and corruption of Darwinian theory into racialistic premise.

The German Medical Ethical Obsession 

19th Century to 1933 


Germany was obsessed with Medical Ethics and Care 

Otto von Bismarck started the first national Medical 
Insurance in 1883 

50 years later the new Nazi ethics were applied and 
doctors competed for access to income—increased two 
thirds after 1933 

By 1920 (Weimar time) Psychiatrist Alfred Hoche with 
Lawyer Karl Bilding published; 

“Allowing the Destruction of Life Unworthy of Living”

Hitler had Jewish background, Schicklgruber/Franckenberger 


Hitler was ambivalent of Dr Bloch who both cared for his mother 
Klara with her CA breast but replaced Hitler who was absent 
Hitler blamed the Jewish majority committee who declined his entry 
to art school 

The expulsion and removal of Jewish Medical Professionals 
Supported by Medical Associations 

Austria: Innsbruck and Vienna at time of Anshluss 1938-- 200 
banished 

Support of Medical Profession was necessary for 
“Legitimization” of Final Solution (Reinhardt) (Holocaust) 
in triage of “Weak” “Diseased” at Camp arrival 




World Antisemitism AAC and CARA 

Rooseveldt government openly racialist and anti-semitic— major advisors 
were Jewish (Morgenthau, Cohen, Rosenman, Frankfurter) 

AAC-Academic Assistance Council (1933), SPSL-Society for Protection of 
Science and Learning(1936) became CARA—Council for at Risk 
Academics (1999) 

In 1933 William Lord Beveridge (Economist) realized risk to academics 
on a visit to Vienna and founded AAC in April 1933, later joined by Lord 
Rutherford 

41 British Intellectuals with Secretary Esther Simpson 
Neurophysiologist A V Hill 
J S Haldane 

Lord Rayleigh , Lord Hopkins, Lord Bragg 

Nobel prize winners, they set out to save academics from Europe initially 

Over 10,000 a year to UK while only 30 a year to USA 
Only Princeton donated to AAC 

October 1933 Einstein en route to Princeton gave a speech on academic 
freedom in the Royal Albert Hall to over 10,000

O NE DAY IN APRIL 1993. 

Dr. Howard Israel, an 
oral surgeon at Colum¬ 
bia Presbyterian Medical 
Center In New York City, 
prepared for an opera¬ 
tion by doing what he always did before¬ 
hand: Reviewing the terrain In his trusted 
copy of "Pernkoprs Topographical and 
Applied Human Anatomy." considered a 
classic reference work for surgeons, spe¬ 
cialists and anatomists. 

While the doctor studied the 
book's detailed anatomical palnl- 
Ings. a colleague dropped by the 
office and casually observed: "Did 
you know (hat those cadavers 
you're looking at may have been 
victims of Nazi murder?" 

It was a remark that would trans¬ 
form Israel's life, turning him Into a 
detective, and ultimately leading 
him to evidence of a monstrous 
medical legacy from the Holocaust. 

It appears that corpses depicted 
In Dr. Eduard Pernkopfs book, 
which was first published in Ger¬ 
many and Austria In 1937 and Is 
still In print In four languages to¬ 
day. Include Jewish Holocaust victims. 
And pieces of those bodies — preserved In 
formaldehyde for more than 50 years — 
are still In use as specimens at the Uni 
verslty of Innsbruck In Austria. 

The evidence, published here exclu¬ 
sively for the first time, has been pnlns 
takingly pieced together over the past 
three years by Ur Israel and Dr William 
Sdddman. a Toronto physician and llolo 
• ansi researcher It has been presenter! to 
the U S Holor oust Memorial Museum In 
Washington D C , and In Yad Vashem. Is 
rarl'a liolor ausl memorial, which la now 
pressing Austrian authorities to look Into 


It. "Who were these people, and how and 
when did they die? That's the question 
that we want the Austrians to answer." Is¬ 
rael. 43. told The Jerusalem Report In an 
Interview. 

The Pernkopf guide, also published In 
numerous Spanish and French editions. 
Is highly regarded In the U.S.. where It 
sells for $175 a copy. Tire New England 
Journal of Medicine, reviewing the 1990 
edition, called It "outstanding ... In a 
class of Its own." The Journal of the Amer¬ 
ican Medical Association described It as “a 
classic among atlases of anatomy." 



corpses depicted were circumcised. 

Israel Immediately went to the Colum¬ 
bia University medical library to look at 
earlier editions of Pernkopfs book, and 
found his colleague's obscrvaUons to be 
true. There. In the 1943 and 1944 edl 
tlons. were the swastikas after the artists' 
signatures. One artist, named Endtrrsser 
cleverly used the twin lightning bolt sym¬ 
bol of the SS In place of the two s letters 
In his or her name. In Israel's edition the 
Nazi symbols had been alrbrushed out. 

"I was stunned." Israel recalled. Sud 
denly he faced a terrible ethical dilemma: 
Thanks to Pernkopf. I could perform op¬ 
erations In my mind and on paper the night 
before, knowing every nerve and blood ves¬ 
sel I would encounter the next day." he 
said. "Yet had I benefited all these years by 
studying the pictures of Nazi victims? Was 
Pemkopf a Nazi? I had to know." 

Through colleagues. Israel contacted 
Seidelman. who caused an uproar in West 
Germany several years ago when he re¬ 
leased evidence that several of that coun¬ 
try's most prestigious medical schools 
were using brains and other remains from 
Nazi victims as anatomical specimens. 

Together. Israel and Seidelman began 
probing Eduard Pernkopfs background. 
Delving Into historical papers, they discov¬ 
ered that four davs after Hitler's 
troops rtmrrhcd Into Austria In 
March 1938, Pernkopl was ap¬ 
pointed dean of the medical school 
at the University of Vienna. They 
uncovered photographs of Pern¬ 
kopf In Nazi uniform, addressing 
a large audience of university 
staff. And they found one of his 
speeches. In which Pernkopf sum¬ 
marized the role of doctors In the 
Nazi state:

10) The Scientist in charge must be prepared to terminate the experiment at any stage...if 
likely to result in injury, disability, or death to the experimental subject.
